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W IT H a general, and in many points a correct knowledge of the poli- 
tical and commercial ſtate of this kingdom, its inhabitants are obſerved to be 


leſs acquainted with the relative ſituation of neighbouring nations than the 
citizens of ſeveral other ſtates. This ignorance, however, may be conſidered 
as ariſing more from incidental circumſtances than diſregard of ſuch know- 
ledge, or the conſideration of its attainment being abſolutely unneceſſary, 


The conſtitution of this country laying open in a great degree its political 
concerns, they naturally attract the attention of almoſt all thoſe whoſe minds 
are not more advantageouſly engaged in the active purſuits of commerce. To 
the former, the extenſive field of our domeſtic politics, and the intereſts of 
party, afford ample employment; while the commercial part of the commu- 
nity limit their knowledge of other countries, to an acquaintance with thoſe 


articles of which they ſtand in need, or of ſuch as they can fupply with moſt 


advantage. | 


B It 
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It muſt appear ſingular, upon reflection, that under that government, which 
of all others affords the greateſt opportunity to individuals of taking a ſhare in 
its direction, and thereby opening a door to the improvements which might 
reſult from introducing the regulations of foreign ſtates, where ſuperior to their 
own, an acquaintance with the conſtitution and polity of thoſe nations ſhould 
be ſo little cultivated. 


It has long been a complaint againſt many of the young Engliſhmen of for- 
tune, in their uſual ramble over the continent, that if they made any inquiries 
at all, they were only ſuch as might fit them for venders of pretended originals 
in paintings, and mutilated ſtatuary, or they became the important members 
of a Dilletanti Club ; whilft a knowledge of the government, relative ſtrength, 
and political intereſts of the countries they viewed, ſeemed unworthy their re- 
gard the regard of men, who, at a future day, might be eligible to a 
ſhare in the legiſlation of one of the leading kingdoms of Europe ! 


The preſent courſe of our academical education has been generally, and in 
many inſtances with ſeeming juſtice, condemned ; but, perhaps, in none with 
more propriety, than as being little ſuited to convey that knowledge which 
may be uſeful to gentlemen not deſtined for particular profeſſions, Imputa- 


tion cannot lie againſt the venerable hands which traced out our academic 
inſtitutes : They were, doubtleſs, guided by ſame of the wiſeſt heads at the zra 


of reform; but the moſt enlightened amongſt men juſt emerging from mo- 
naſtic ſecluſion, could but ill be fitted for arranging a ſyſtem of education 
which ſhould ſuit the preſent day ; and conſequently we find that, except in 
the walks of ſcience, which lay open for the improvements of diſcovery, there 
remains but too much of thoſe Gothic exerciſes, and quibbling diſputations, 


which were conſidered as the ſummit of erudition in the darker ages. This 


cenſurable ſyſtem ſtill continues in full vigour in moſt of thoſe countries where 
the 
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the Romiſh religion is eſtabliſhed; even in the Proteſtant univerſities, which 
have not received modern regulations, their courſe of ſtudies is conſidered as 
the moſt faulty of all their public ſeminaries, 


Hence it has happened that the Germans, ſenſible of their defective tate, 
have within a few years inſtituted various literary ſocieties tending to remedy 
theſe deficiencies ; and, what may appear ſingular, we find that in ſtates which 
from the nature of their conſtitution, and other circumſtances, deny to indi- 
viduals any great ſhare in their public concerns, the ſtudy of politics makes an 
important part of their education, They have gone further --- by forming into 
a ſeparate ſcience, and giving the name of STATIsTICs to what has been very 
properly defined That branch of political knowledge which has for its ob- 
ce ject the actual and relative power of the ſeveral modern ſtates, the power 
ec ariſing from their natural advantages, the induſtry and civilization of their 
e inhabitants, and the wiſdom of their governments.” The great importance 
of ſuch a ſcience to thoſe who may be led, in however remote a degree, to a 
concern with public affairs, muſt appear at firſt ſight: Even to private indi- 
viduals what a ſource of reflection will ariſe, from comparing the ſtate of dif- 
ferent countries! How ſingular muſt it ſeem, that in climates where nature 
has been exuberantly kind, the wretched inhabitant pines in a ſqualid poverty, 
and mental depreſſion, created as it were in oppoſition to Nature's will by 
the force of deſpotiſm ; while in thoſe countries where the niggard ſoil ſcarce 
yields to the hand of labour, yet under the benign influence of liberty, an 
hardy and induſtrious race, ſubduing natural impediments, flouriſh in the en- 
joyment of a well- earned abundance, 


Every attempt to incite the ſtudy of an uſeful ſcience cannot fail of a candid 
reception. Primary efforts are in general very defective; it is by repeated at- 
tempts, and often very ſlow gradations, that we approach towards perfection. 

1 | The 
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The preſent publication is to be conſidered as little more than an outline, 
which the Compiler was induced to arrange, as pointing out the moſt remark- 
able objects of this ſcience; and from the beſt, and moſt correct information 
he could obtain, laying down facts the moſt important to be known. 


The advantage of collecting into a ſmall compaſs and ſtriking point of view 
the principles of different ſciences has been generally admitted, as tending to 
impreſs the mind more forcibly than in a diffuſe ſtate : Of this, the elaborate 
Tables of Dr. Prieſtly furniſh ſingular inſtances. But although his plan will not 
directly apply to STaT1sT1Cs, yet, perhaps there is not any ſcience which better 
admits of an orderly arrangement of its heads. 


The Editor was particularly impreſſed with this opinion upon meeting at 
Paris with the “ TABLZAU STATISTIQUE DE L'EvuRoPe, par M. Beaufort, 
& Ancien Secretaire de Legation de France.” Its form he has nearly adopted, 
but ſcarcely any thing more, as, upon examination, he found the information 


it contained, to be moſt glaringly fallacious : --- A few inſtances of the 


many, which might be adduced, will juſtify this opinion. The Republic 
of Venice, Mr. Beaufort ſtates to contain 9, 7 36,000 inhabitants, upon a 
furface of 863 German miles, or about 13,808 ſquare Geographic miles, 
being at the rate of near 705 inhabitants to each ſquare mile, which is 
about TREBLE the number upon a mile of the moſt populous part of Hor- 
LAND :--- And the Electorate of Hanover, he allows to contain only 85,000 
inhabitants, which is not one-twelfth of their actual number. But his 
ſtatement of the National Debt of Great Britain is by far the moſt ſin- 
gular circumſtance ; this, he ſays, is 9,900, 342, 175 Livres, making at par 
C. 412,514, 257 being almoſt twice the nominal debt, or thrice the actual 
one. Add to this, he calculates our revenue at J. 14, 445, ooo, and the expenſe 

C. 15,563,000, 
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I. 15,563,000, conſequently a deficiency of L. 1,118,000 per ann. The very 


reverſe of which ſtatement is about the truth. It may be excuſed further 
noticing this performance, except to remark, that it ſeems to have been 
compiled under the influence of the late Miniſter (the Archbiſhop of Sens) 
to conſole the French with the idea, that the finances of their neighbours 
were in as deplorable a ſtate as their own, without the happineſs of poſ- 
ſeſſing Miniſters, diſpoſed, like M. de Brienne, to relieve the nation by œco- 
nomical meaſures, 


The only work purely Statiſtical, which has hitherto appeared in our 
language, is © the political Survey of the preſent State of Europe, by Pro- 
cc feſſor Zimmermann,” which contains a ſummary of very uſeful informa- 
tion. Much confuſion and difficulty, however, ariſes in the accounts of fo- 
reign finances, commerce, &c. by only giving the ſum in foreign money, 
and often in terms ſo vague, that may lead to material errors. In the ac- 
count of Germany, ſums in Rix Dollars are mentioned, directly after in 
Dollars, and again in German Dollars, although that denomination of money, 
DoLLaR, varies in value from 25s. to 46. 64. conſequently the moſt miſtaken 
notions may be formed from ſuch ſtatements. The Florin likewiſe. is fre- 
quently confounded in the German, and other accounts; and even where fo- 
reign money is mentioned, and the ſum ſterling given with it, errors are ſome- 
times made in the calculation: As, in the revenue of Holland, M. Zimmer- 
mann ſtates it to amount to upwards of 45 million of Florins, or L. 4,500,000 ; 
whereas 45 million of Florins, at 15. 9d. make only J. 3,937,500. Many er- 
rors likewiſe appear in calculating the rate of population, even upon the 
premiſes he lays down; as, the area of Sardinia is given 7046 ſquare miles, 
the population at 420,000, and the rate to each ſquare mile as 53, whereas 
it is at the rate of 60 within a ſmall fraction. Other errors of the like 
nature appear in different places, which, it is to be hoped, have ariſen rather 


from 
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from hurry than inattention, and the more pardonable, as in matters of calcu- 
lation the miſtake of a ſingle figure may cauſe a conſiderable derangement. 
It is unneceſſary to go into a more minute examination of this performance, 
to which the Compiler of theſe Tables acknowledges his obligations in 
many inſtances; and as a work of conſiderable merit, ſhould be forry to 
enter into any thing which might ſeem an invidious criticiſm; nor ſhould 
he have even noticed the foregoing paſſages, but that he conſidered them too 
important to paſs ſilently over.“ 


The lateſt and moſt authentic information has been ſought for in forming 
the annexed Tables, nor is there any thing advanced in them but after 
ſtrict examination; yet with every care, the poſſibility of error in ſuch a per- 
formance is ſo great, that the Compiler muſt rely upon the indulgence of the 
candid for whatever may not appear correct. 


It has been but too faſhionable to declaim, in a deſponding tone, upon the 
humiliated and fallen ſtate of this kingdom, compared with former æras of 
its hiſtory; and the ſhrewd remark of a celebrated foreign writer feemed but 
too well juſtified, © that whoever declared his country to be in a ſtate of 
« extreme diſtreſs, and vehemently pronounced that it was undone, was 


« ſure to become popular, and in the higheſt favour with the good people 
of 


In ſtating the population of the city of BERRLIx, M. Zimmermann ſays, there are 6,500 houſes and 145,136 
inhabitants, being 224 to each houſe. This muſt appear a prodigious exaggeration ; as, by an exact ſtatement made 
in 1755, there were 126,661 inhabitants; in 1758, they were 134,000, and the houſes ſo much crouded with 
inhabitants as to average 16 to an houſe, which would require 8375 houſes. (See Dr. Price's Obſervations, 
Vol. I. p. 301.) This opinion is ſtrengthened by the Obſervations of Dr. Buſching ; therefore the preſent po- 
pulation of Berlin, 164,000, at 16 to a houſe, makes the number of houſes nearly double M. Z's ſtatement, 
CY 10, 2 50. 
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er of this nation.“ The preſent enlightened period, however, appears to 
form a ſtriking exception to this remark. Mr. Chalmers“ ©« Eſtimate of 
ce the comparative ſtrength of Great Britain during the preſent and four 
te preceding reigns,” ſeems to have impreſſed that opinion of our fuperio- 
rity in the preſent, which muſt ever reſult from the candid conſideration 
of a fair ſtatement, and juſt compariſon of incontrovertible facts. Indeed, 
a queſtion no longer appears to remain upon the ſubject, 


Perhaps nearly as great ſatisfaction will ariſe from contraſting the ſtate of the 
Britiſh dominions with that of every other country at this day,---not from an 
imaginary picture traced by the pencil of fancy in all the glare of falſe 
colouring, but exhibited in the ſober garb of exact ſtatement, backed with 
the irreſiſtible force of arithmetical demonſtration. 


Independent of the acknowledged ſuperiority of the conftitution, laws, ma- 
nufactures, commerce, and agriculture of Great Britain, the ſtate of popula- 
tion and naval power of this kingdom are objects moſt intereſting to un- 
derſtand. 


With this idea, the following Table has been formed, at once diſplaying 
the proportion of the area of the different kingdoms to each other, and to 
the whole of Europe, their number of inhabitants, and the denſity * of their 
population compared with that of Great Britain and Ireland, and with that 
of England and Wales alone, together with the portion of naval ſtrength 
which the different powers may be computed to poſleſs, 


DENOMI- 


* By denßty of population is meant the proportion of people upon the ſame number of ſquare miles. Thus the 
denſity is greater in one country, if upon a ſmall number of ſquare miles there exiſt as great a number of inha- 
bitants as there does upon a greater number of ſquare miles in another country; and hence the denſity of popu- 
lation of two different countries is in direct ratio of their population, and the inverſed ratio of their areas. 
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The naval force of Europe is here ſuppoſed to be divided into one hun- 
dred parts, and it is endeavoured to aſſign the different portions thereof poſ- 
ſeſſed by the ſeveral maritime powers. The proportion of the tonnage 
of commercial ſhipping will hold a degree of analogy to that of the naval 
ſtrength in moſt caſes;— exception, however, is to be made for Holland, 
whoſe mercantile tonnage is in a much higher proportion than its military. 


In computing the population of the different countries, every care has 
been taken to be accurate, which the nature of the ſubject would admit. 


Reſpecting that of Great Britain, opinions ſo very contradictory have been 
advanced, and modes of eſtimating ſo widely different have been main- 
tained, that it ſeems impoſlible to fix a rule which ſhall not be liable to ſome 
exception. However, the idea that our population has decreaſed ſince the 
laſt century ſeems of all others the moſt generally, and with the greateſt 
juſtice, exploded, To ſuppoſe that we have fewer people at this moment 
than at former æras, muſt be to deny the force of the moſt ſtriking evi- 
dence which can prove an increaſed number, 


Can the certainty of our Woollen Manufacture being double, and all 
other manufactures more than treble what they were a century ago, afford 
proof that the manufacturing people are fewer? Is the ability to ſupport 
the increaſed numbers which manufactures demand, the men employed in 
forming above 500 miles of navigable canals, additional highways, mines, 
&c. and at the ſame time allow the export of corn abroad, a proof that the 
hands employed in agriculture have been leſſened, or that a ſmaller portion 
of ground is tilled than formerly? But, above all, haye the applications to 
Parliament for the incloſure of waſte lands, ſince the acceſſion of the Houſe 
of Hanover, and particularly during the preſent reign, given reaſon to ſuppoſe,

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that huſbandry is leſs actively purſued now than at former periods? The- 
true anſwers to all theſe queſtions muſt be in the negative---which will natu- 
Fl | rally lead us to believe that there has been a conſiderable increaſe in our 
| Population. Add to. this, the force of that infallible maxim, that an in- 
4 creaſe of population will ever follow that of employment, which has been rapidly 
f advancing for years, and is now higher than ever. But by the very. premiſes 
upon which a decreaſed population has been endeavoured to be eſtabliſhed, 
directly the reverſe will reſult; namely, from the number of houſes which exiſts 
at preſent,. and thoſe that were in being at the era of the Revolution. From, a 
variety of accurate ſtatements and natural deductions, given by Mr. Chalmers 
in his Eſtimate of the comparative ſtrength of Great Britain, he has fixed 
the number of houſes at 1,586,000 ; to which, allowing“ 53 inhabitants each, 
he gives the number of people 8, 44%, 200. Suppoſing that from this we were 
to deduct a twenty- fifth part, upon» the idea that one houſe in every 25 
remains unoccupied, the number of inhabitants will then be 8,109, 312---- 


conſequently, upon every reaſonable conſideration, there is juſt ground to be- 
lieve, that zhe pre/ent- population of England and Wales is above EIGHT MIL». 
LION OF SOULS; Whereas the amount at the Revolution was. never. ſtated to 
be higher than 6,500,000, Eſtimating Scotland to contain 1,500,000 inha- 
bitants is certainly a very moderate computation; and allowing Ireland to 
poſſeſs three million, is within the following reaſonable calculation. By an 
actual ſurvey of Belfaſt in 1782, it was found to contain-2,026 houſes, and 
+3,105 inhabitants, being at the rate of near 64 to. each. houſe; in 1777

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greſſive increaſe to have been in the ſame rate of proportion ſince 1781, 
as between that period and 1777, it will follow, that the number of houſes 
in 1788 is 528,660; and taking the rate of population at 54 to each (which 
any one knowing the country muſt conſider as extremely low) being the 
medium between 6+, the rate of Belfaſt, and 5, the loweſt rate at which 
they have ever been computed, the reſult will be, that the preſent popula- 
tion of Ireland is about 3,039,820. In the foregoing Table, however, the 
aggregate population of the three kingdoms is taken only at TwzLve MIL- 
LION, for the ſake of obviating any objection againſt the total of 12,649,132, 
as being at all over-rated. 


M. Beaufort has given the population of Parts at 790,000, which appears 
too high for the laſt return of houſes 55,000 ; it will require 145 to a houſe to 
give that number; but when the great height of the houſes in that capital is 
conſidered, being ſeldom leſs than 4 ſtories, each frequently occupied by a 
diſtin& family, the number cannot fall ſhort of between 13 and 14 to an houſe, 


and the population of Paris may be reaſonably computed at 760,000, 


Of the other Capitals, where materials could not be had for calculation, the 
accounts of the lateſt writers have been adopted. 


How pleaſing muſt our reflections be upon the ſtate of the moſt flouriſhing 
parts of theſe dominions, wherein we have the evidence of experience to prove, 
that there has been a progreſſive improvement ſince the period at which they 
were prophecied to be at their height! That experience naturally leads us to 
look for yet further advances even in the moſt improved part; and we are ſtill 
more enlivened by the conſideration that IRELAND, notwithſtanding the rapid 
ſtrides which ſhe has made in the preſent century, is yet capable of a four-fold 


improvement, This, the continuation of liberal policy upon the part of Great 
| C 2 Britain, 
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Britain, and patriotic exertions in the natives of that iſland, cannot fail to 
produce, 


A ſeparation from AMzrIca, at ſome period, was looked for by writers 
on all ſides as inevitable ;---that the period of ſeparation was haſtened by 
the conduct of Great Britain, has been deplored by many. Be this as it may, 
the circumſtance of the disjunction having taken place when it did, will moſt 
probably be viewed by Britons in after ages as an happy event; and our 


experience, ſince the eſtabliſhment of peace, ſeems abundantly to confir 
this opinion, | 


The hiſtory of all nations which have flouriſhed and declined, concurs in 
proving, that there is an height of greatneſs in every empire beyond which 
it cannot paſs, at which it ſeldom continues ſtationary, and from whence the 
declenſion is with a greater or leſs rapidity, as various circumſtances conſpire ; 
but what is a more melancholy conſideration, and ſtrengthened by the opinion 
of one of the firſt political writers of this century, Mr, Hume, is, that an 
empire having once declined, can never recover its former greatneſs. Had it 
unfortunately happened that Great Britain was at the acm? of her conſequence 
and improvement before the late war, as it has been repeatedly ſaid, and a moſt 
conſiderable part of that conſequence reſulting from the American poſſeſſions, 
with what accelerated velocity muſt ſhe have been precipitated upon the ſepa- 
ration from her colonies ; particularly, at a period, when from the accuſtomed 
fate of empires arrived at their height, it was natural to expect her fall? Has 
this event happened? Nay, has any circumſtance. occurred which may fairly 


Indicate even the approach of ſuch a period ? On the contrary, has not Great 


Britain rebounded with an incredible vigour from a ſtate of actual diſtreſs ? 
and have not her advances in commercial and political conſequence, fince 
the æra of peace, demonſtrated, that ſhe till preſſes forward with youthful

ſtrength? While the late illuſtrious exertion upon the appearance of hoſtility,® 
fully proved, that the animating ardour of her moſt warlike times exiſted 
without impair; and thus gave a Confidence in the enjoyment of that 


moſt invaluable blefling Pzacz, by a diſplay of the ſpirit and ability to 
repel WAR. 


Added to the proſpect of internal conſequence, the poſſeſſion of the yet 


improveable commerce of the Eaſt-Indies is to be conſidered as a prodi- 
gious advantage. 


'This trade has been by many condemned, as likely to draw along with 
it the effects which have reſulted to Spain from her traffic with South 
America; and that we ought ever to have in view the conſideration, * that 
« there is no evil ſo much to be dreaded as the gain of wealth without 
« the exertion of induſtry.” Allowing the full foree of this ſentiment, and 
at the fame time lamenting, that the commerce to the Eaſt demands ſo 
few manufactured commodities, compared with that of other countries, Great 
Britain has yet the peculiar ſatisfaction of exporting thither more of the 


produce of her various manufactories, than all the reſt of the European 
nations united. 


Of this we have the beſt evidence that can poſſibly be produced in ſuch a 
caſe, the acknowledgment of a rival nation obliged to bear teſtimony to 
our diſtinguiſhed ſuperiority. It is ſtated in the French Encyclopedie, that 
while all the other European nations together, purchaſed of Chineſe com- 
modities to the amount of 10, 832, 198 Livres for caſh, and only 1,103,100

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for goods, that Great Britain purchaſed with her woollen manufactures to 
the amount of 2,000,000, with Eaſt and Weſt India goods 3,570,000, and 
for caſh only 5, 443,566, being not quite one half the amount of her whole inveſt- 
ments ; whereas the other trading powers of Europe did not buy one-tenth 


with the produce of their induſtry, but paid nearly for the whole in hard 
money.“ 


This circumſtance affords ample proof that the great gain reſulting from 
Oriental commerce is not without the exertion of much induſtry on the part 
of Great Britain: It is therefore truly valuable to a manufacturing nation inde- 
pendent of the extenſion which it gives to the maritime ſtrength of the em- 


pire, by forming ſo great a number of the moſt valuable ſubjects for her 
primary defence---the NAVY. 


Reſpecting the revenue of Great Britain, it is beyond compariſon the largeſt 
in the world for the number of ſubjects, and extent of territory whereon 
it is raiſed; and which nothing but the active induſtry, and great circu- 
lating property of its inhabitants could enable them to yield. F But perhaps 
there is not any thing which ſo ſtrongly contributes to the happineſs of the 
ſubjects of this empire as the equality with which taxes are levied, and the 
due conſideration had that the burden ſhould not preſs too heavily upon 
the parts leaſt able to ſuſtain it. Compare the lower claſs of men in Great 
Britain with the ſame order in almoſt every other country in Europe, how

pay-only £.141,666 || per ann. or about 14s. each, notwithſtanding the im- 
menſity of their poſſeſſions : and what they fail of paying in their natural 
proportion, as well as the great numbers of other high ranks, who enjoy 
exemptions, muſt be made up by an extra burden beyond their juſt average, 
upon the induſtrious part of the community.

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Thus the lower ranks of the French ſubjects are oppreſſed with a diſpropor- 


tionate weight of taxation, removed upon them from the ſhoulders of luxury 
and ſloth. | 


Scarcely any of their taxes, except the capitation, ſeems to regard the ability 
of the payer,---and in one of the greateſt branches of the revenue, the 
GaBELLE, or exciſe upon SALT, there is no option left with the ſubject as to 
the non-conſumption of the article, whereby he might avoid paying the duty. 
To complete the whole, the taxes being farmed out, and thus converted into 
private property, there is little room to expect any mitigation or lenity, where 
the intereſts of individuals urge to the moſt rigorous collection, or rather 
extortion of the tribute, Contraſted with this, we find in Great Britain 
almoſt every article of luxury taxed as highly as poſſible, conſiſtent with 
the probability of an efficient produce; but being luxuries, it is optional to 
adopt them, and conſequently to pay the taxes. With reſpe& to thoſe laid 
upon NecessSARIEs, regard is ſo attentively had to the regularity of their diſtri- 
bution, that in moſt caſes it may be ſafely aſſerted, the burden is proportioned 
with a ſcrupulous juſtice to the capacity of the payer: and hence it reſults, 
that no rank of citizen in the community bows under an unequal preſſure 
of the general contribution, tbe ſame degree of vigour animates every order of the 
fate; an equal portion of independent ſpirit is diffuſed throughout the whole, 
which muſt ever continue to form a diſtinguiſhing feature in the ſubjects of 
this empire, while the ſame regard is had to equity in portioning their 
financial burdens. 


To enter into a compariſon of the other different branches of Srarisrics, 
as they reſpect Great Britain, and other nations, would require more room 
than the limits of an introduction will afford; although upon the whole, 


perhaps 
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perhaps equal ſatisfaction would reſult from the opportunity of diſplaying 
the obyious advantages which Great Britain enjoys in moſt points, 


The article of publick debt, however, it is impoſſible to pals ſilently over. 
In that, as Great Britain unqueſtionably ſtands higheſt with reſpect to the ſum 
owing, ſhe at the ſame time exhibits the moſt ſtriking and nearly ſingular 
inſtance of ſteady and fixed reſolution for its extinction : A reſolution which 
as it muſt BE PERSEVERED IN, and from the ſutceſs which has attended its re- 
cent operation, evinces a clear and certain expectation of its being entirely 
extinguiſhed ; and that too, in a period not very remote. When we advert 
to the financial ſtate of moſt countries burdened with debt, we behold, added 
to the melancholy picture, a revenue inadequate to the expenditure, and con- 
ſequently a neceſſity of encreaſing, inſtead of an ability to leſſen the load 
which they ſuſtain; while the ſum allotted to -the reduction of the Britiſh 
debt, being excluſive of the revenue demanded for the ord inary occaſions 
of the ſtate, promiſes a CERTAINTY, at leaſt during the continuance of peace, 
of not contracting any new debt, and of gradually extinguiſhing the old. 


In a publication of this kind, intended merely to bring into one general 
view a ſtatement of thoſe objects of moſt importance in STaT1sT1cs, it is to 
be regretted, that the limitted allotments of ſpace reſtrict us from entering ſo 
largely into many particulars as they merit: but thus circumſtanced, every 
attention has been paid that nothing ſhould find its way into the Tables 
which muſt not be deemed well deſerving of notice. At the ſame time, with 
a view to facilitate the ſtudy of the Szatiftic ſcience, by directly diſcovering 
the ſum ſterling, where ſtatements are met with of foreign finance, com- 
merce, &c. the following account of the Coins moſt current throughout Europe, 
as well as the ideal and numerating money; is annexed ; together with ſhort 
rules for changing them into the currency of Great Britain.

LIMITED MONARCHY, 
Hereditary to both Sexes. 
— 

The Ring muſt be of the Proteſtant 
religion, as eſtabliſhed; and ſuch as 
deſcend from his preſent Majeſty, to 
be capable of ſucceeding, mult be the 
offspring of marriages contraſted with 
royal approbation. 

The King poſſeſſes the executive 
power of government, and, with Parli- 
ament, ſhares in the legiſlative. 

The power of Parliament may be 
conſidered as unlimited, not only re- 
ſpecting the internal regulation of 
government, but limiting and con- 
troling the regal ſucceſſion. The au- 
thority of its acts is the higheſt known 
within the realm. Parligment is com- 
poſed of the Three Eſtates, the Sove- 
reign, the Houſe of Peers, containing 
the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and 
the Houſe of Commons, conſiſting of 
four hundred and eighty-nine mem- 
bers, elected to repreſent the counties, 
cities, and boroughs of England, 
twenty-four for thoſe of Wales, and 
forty-five for Scotland. 


In either of theſe houſes propo- 
ſitions may ariſe, which being agreed 
upon by both, after receiving the ** 
aſſent, become acts of parliament z but 
all propoſitions, reſpecting matters of 
revenue, muſt originate in the Houſe 
of Commons. The Commons are 
elected every ſeventh year, or oftener, 
at the will - the King, as he poſſeſſes 
the power of convening, ing, 
or aldolving — — 

The king has a council and various 
ſtate officers for the executive part of 
overnment, all within his own choice; 
ut a miniſter can ſeldom continue a- 


gainſt the ſenſe of the nation at large. 


SOVEREICNTY, 
Hereditary to both Sexes. 


By a fundamental law, tis eſta- 
bliſhed, that whoevenis King of Great 
Britain ſhall be, ſo facto, King of 
Ireland; conſequently liable to the 
ſame reſtrictions. The government is 
adminiſtered by a Lord Lieutenant, or 
other repreſentative & the King, who 
exerciſes every regal function under 
his Majeſty. There are a Houſe of 
Lords and Houſe of Commons, cor- 
reſponding with thoſe of Great Britain, 
the former conſiſting of 18 5 members, 
the latter of 300: they paſs bills, 
which being returned under the Great 
Seal of Great Britain, and having re- 
ceived the royal aſſent from the throne, 
become ARs of Parliament. 


The Parliament of Ireland has not 
enjoyed the full exerciſe of its func- 
tions, for ſome centuries, till within 
the reign of his preſeat Majeſty. 


SUPERIOR CoURTS are 
eſtabliſhed in the capitals, Lon- 
don and Edinburgh. The laws 
conſiſt of the common, or un- 
written, collected from reports 
of judgments paſſed thereon, 
and the fatute, or acts of par- 
liament in force, The courts 
of Chancery and Exchequer- 
chamber are to relieve as courts 


of equity, where the common, 


or ſtatute law does not directly 
point out redreſs. Various ſub- 
ordinate Courts are eſtabliſh- 
ed, not only in the capital, but 
throughout the country. The 
rinciples of the Roman law 
ave only been admitted into 
the eccleſiaſtical, martial, and 
admiralty courts. The Houſe 
of Lords is the ſupreme court 
of judicature, to which lie ap- 
peals from all other wid, 
The proceedings in criminal 
matters are chiefly admired, the 
priſoner being confronted in 
open court with his accuſers, 
and the matter of fa& decided 
upon by twelve impartial men 
of his own rank; upon whoſe 
deciſion, if innocent, he is ſet 
at liberty ; if gu'lty, the judge 
publicly pronounces the ſen- 
tence which the law «awards to 
his crime, and that is either 
carried into execution or remit- 
ted at the will of the ſovereign. 
The judges of the ſuperior 
courts make the circuit of the 
kingdom twice each year, and 
determine all ſuits, civil and 
criminal, brought before them 
in the capitals of each county. 
The judges are independent 
in the poſſeſſion of their places as 
a greater ſecurity for their inte- 
rity: Theregulationof the po- 
ice is in a very imperfect ſtate.

SUPFRIOR COURTS or 
Law fimilar to thoſe of Gr-at 
Britain, are eſtabliſhed in the 
capital. The Common Law is 
the ſame, as is the Statute from 
the grant of Magna Charta to 
Henry VII. ſince which their 
own ſtatutes lay down the law, 


except where the Engliſh acts | 


have been ſpecially adopted 
by the Parliament of Ireland. 

otwithſtanding the great im- 
provements within this laſt 
century in Ireland, the opera- 
tion of the laws ſeems very 
weak at a diſtance from the 
ſeat of government; armed 
inſurgents frequently com- 
mitting the greateſt outrages. 
During the exiſtence of the 
Volunteer Aſſociations, the 
police had a powerful ſupport. 
An attempt to preſerve order 
has been made by the eſta- 
bliſhment of an armed police, 
but its effect hitherto has been 
very light. 


PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH, 
x 


Over which the King is ſu- 
preme head, but he poſſelles no 
ſpiritual powers, except thoſe 
of aſſembling and diſſolving 
the convocation, (who, with 
his aſſent, can enact canons for 
the government of the church) 
and alſo of naming to eccleſi- 
aſtical dignities. The moſt 
liberal — is given to 
every Chriſtian ſect diſſenting 
from the eſtabliſhed church. 
Jews alſo live unmoleſted, of 
which there are about 12,000. 

There are for England and 
Wales 2 Archbiſhops, viz. 
Canterbury, having under him 
21 bithops; and York, having 
3 biſhops ſuffragan. There 
are alſo 26 deans, $44 pre- 
bends, 60 archdcacons beſides 
rural deans, 9,913 rectories 
and vicarages, various chapel- 
ries, curacies, lectureſnhips, &c. 
The total of the clergy has 
been computed at 12,000, and 
the whole income of the church 
about 1, 500,000]. but the en- 
dowments are very unequal. 

The eſtabliſhed church in 
Scotland is Calvinilt, called 
Preſbyterian, conſiſting of 13 
ſynods, 98 preſbyteries, and 
938 pariſhes. 

The number of Roman 
Catholics is between 50 and 
60,000; and of that ſect of 
Chriſtians peculiar to the Bri- 
tiſh empire, and forming a 
molt reſpectable part of the 


community, Quakers, there are 
about 70, ooo. 


TheRzerormtD CHURCH of 
IRELAND, 


Similar to that of England. 

The King ſupreme head; 
governed by 4 archbiſhops and 
13 biſhops, 33 deans, beſide 
prebends and other dignitaries. 

The proviſion for the eſta- 
blithed clergy is more equal 
than that of E-'giand, the 
number about 3,000, and com- 
puted income near £. 450,000, 
About q of the inhabitants be- 
ing Roman Catholics, their 
clergy are numerous, and ſup- 
ported by voluntary contribu- 
tons. 

The diſſenting miniſtry, 
which are a large body in 
Uliter, have an allowance of 
C. 2,700 per ann. from go- 
vernment, in aid of the bounty 
of their congregations. There 
are ſeveral Quakers and other 
ſectuaries, ali enjoying a libe- 
ral toleration. T e Jews are 
but few.

GREAT BriTarx ſtands in 
the foremoſt rank as a literary 
nation. In the ſciences, particu- 
larly 7 and aſtrono- 
my, Bacon, (Lord Ver lam) 
and Newton placed her beyond 
all others, whilſt the diſcoveries 
of Dr. Prieſtiy, Ilerichel, &c. 
preſerve her uation. 

In England are two great 
univeriitics, Oxtord and Cam- 
bridge, both amply endowed, 
the tormer moſt eiteemed for 
the languages and belles let- 
tres, the latter for the ſciences. 
The univerſities of Scotland 
are four; thoſe of Edinburgh 
and Glaſgow in high eſtima- 
tion, particularly for the ſtudy 
of medicine, London, how- 
ever, is to be conſidered as the 
ſeat of polite learning, from 
the literary ſocieties and aca- 
demies being eitablithed there; 
as, the Royal Society of Sci- 
ences, of Antiquarians, that 
for Arts and Manutactures, 
the Academy for Painting and 
Sculpture, &c. The Britiſh 


Muſcum is citzemed the firſt 


collection of natural and other 
curioſities, books and MSS. 
in Europe. For natural hul- 
tory that now belonging to 
Mr. Parkinſon is unrivalied. 

The number of public 
ſchools and charitable toun- 
dations is very great; not- 
withitanding which, many ot 
the loweit order are wholly 
uninſtructed. 

The Sunday ſchools, lately 
inſtituted, otter a remedy to 
this evil. In Scotland the edu- 
cation of the lower ranks is 
more attended to. 


In the earbheſtages IRELAND 
was celebrated as a learned na- 
tion. Continual inteſtine wars 
and the unſettled itate of go- 
vernment, till within the laſt 
century, almoſt extinguiſhed 
every claim to that til: It 
has however produced ſome of 
the moit diitinguiſned charac- 
ters as ſcholars, poets, and 
orators of the preteat century. 
The lower claſs of people are 
in a wreiched ſtate of igno- 
rance, notwithſtanding the well 
meaning ettorts of the toun- 


ders of various charity ſchools, 
&c. 


There is an Univerſity con- 
fiſting of one college, in the 
cap tal; it is very richly en- 
dowed and contains about 600 
members. There is a Royal 
Academy of Arts, and a So- 
ciety for promoting manufac-

The Ciiuart of Eng- 
— is mild, the _ for the

cepted. The genius and in- 
duitry of the people, in the 
arts of agriculture and gar- 
dening, in the mode of feed- 
ing cattle, breeding horſes and 
ſheep, have placed England 
beyond every other European 
country in theſe points. Of 
42 millior of acres, only 
8, oo, ooo are calculated to 
produce corn, valned at nine 
million ſterling, being more 
than equal to the rents of the 
other lands in paſture, &c. The 
number of hands engaged in 
farming are about 3 million. 

The cheeſe and malt li- 
quor of England are in high 
eſtimation ; but the WOOL is 
to be conſidered as the grand 
ſtaple commodity, its value, in 
a manufactured ſtate, being 
near fourteen millions. The 
mines of England are great 
ſources of its wealth, m—_ 
ing near 200,000 peop e. 
Thoſe of co per, tin, and lead 
are of the jirit quality : there 
are conſiderable mines of iron, 
but the quality inferior to that 
of Sweden and Ruſſia. 

The collieries ſupply the 
great article of fuel in abun- 
dance, and contribute to give 
that great decifive advantage 
which Britiſh manufactories 
have over all others requiring 
heat. Scotland is much in- 
ferior to England both in 
fertility and induſtry ; it has, 
however, greatly improved 
within fifty years pait. 


TheCLIMATE is temperate 
but the air exceedingly moiſt, 
to which the large tracks of 
bog and ſwamp greatly con- 
tribute, The foil is extremely 
fertile, ſuperior even to Eng- 
land in richneſs of 
Huſbandry, however, is not in 
an improved ſtate; although 
Ireland has made great and 
rapid advances in agriculture 
within a few years. It pro- 
duces every kind of grain, alſo 
flax and hemp in abundance. 
Its extenſive pattures feed im- 
menſe numbers of cattle; moſt 
of which are ſalted for foreign 
proviſion, the lower claſs of 
the Iriſh ſelc:om taſting animal 
food, but ſubſiſting chiefly on 

tatoes. 

There are large ſheep walks, 
and tlie wool excellent.

Salted proviſions are the firſt obiefts 
of commerce. The export of hides,

of England. Under his deſcendants it continued till 1017, 
when Canute, King of Denmark, obtained the throne, The 
Danes were expelled in 1045, and the Saxons repoſſeſſed the 
ſovereignty till 1066, when William Duke of Normandy, 
by pretence of a will in his favour, (after having ſubdued 
Harold ) became 4”, of England, The Norman race con- 
tinued till 1154. To theſe the Houſe of Plantagenet ſuc- 
ceeded in Henry IT. deſcended, by his mother, from the 
royal family of the Saxons, thereby reſtoring that line. 
With the Plantagenets the crown continued till 1399, when 
the family became divided into the branches of York and 
Lancaſſer. The latter polſeſſed the throne till 1460, when 
the Houſe of York obtained it for twenty-five years. In 
1485, the families were united in Henry VII. (Tudor). 
This line ceaſed with Elizabeth in 1603, and the Houſe of 
Stuart aſcended the throne. In 1648, Charles I. being 
depoſed and beheaded, a fort of republican government ſuc- 
ceeded under the management of Oliver Cromwell, with the 
title of Protector. The Stuart family was reſtored in 1660, 
and continued till 1688, when James II. through his tyran- 
nical conduct, being forced to ablicate the throne, Parlia- 
ment conferred the crown upon William Prince of Orange 
and Mary his wife, daughter of James. To them ſucceeded 
Anne, another daughter of James: and in 1714, by wirtue 
of parliamentary ſettlement, the Elector of Brunſwit- Hano- 
Ver was called to the throne as next Proteſtant heir of the 
Houſe of Stuart, to the excluſion of above twenty princes, 
diſqualified, being Papiſts. Since the acceſſion of the Houſe 
of Hanover, theſe ods have been governed with the moſt 
general ſatisfaction, and enjoyed a ſhare of proſperity and 
glory ſuperior to the molt brilliant periods of their former 
iſtory.

IRELAND..

It afterwards became divided into dif- 
ferent provincial governments or kingdoms, the moſt power- 
ful monarch was generally acknowledged Lord Paramount,

for a long time poſſeſſed ſome ſettlements on the coaſt. 


In 1169, upon ſome domeſtic quarrels between two provin- 
cial kings, the aid of Strongboau Earl of Pembroke, and his 
forces, was implored by the King of Leinſter : Strongbow 
was ſucceſsful and obtained an extenſive 2 in Ire- 
land. This excited the jealouſy of his ſovereign, Henry II. 
who paſſed over into Ireland, where the earl made his peace 
by relinquiſhing his conqueſts to Henry, and conſenting to 
hold them of him and his heirs. Henry had the addreſs to 
get himſelf acknowledged Lord of the whole kingdom, and 
received the homage of the Iriſh Kings. He called a parlia- 
ment there and gave laws and a conſtitution ſimilar to that of 
England, which were afterwards e per ape by his 
ſucceſſors. In 1 540, Henry VIII. took the title of King of 
Ireland, which has ſince been continued, 


MONARCHY ABSOLUTE, 
limited to Males. 


The fundamental principles of the 
Conſtitution, ſeem to be the indiviſi- 
— of the dominions, adherence to 
the Salique Law, excluding Females 
from the ſucceſſion, and the King's 
maintaining and profeſfing the Catho- 
lic religion. 

The Sovereign authority is unlimit- 
ed, and, according to the doctrine of 
their law, the King is only anſwerable 
to God, whoſe vicegerent he conſiders 
himſelf. His power was formerly 
abundantly reſtrained by the Aſſem- 
bly of the States, and now his Edits, 
to have the force of law, muſt be 
3 in the different Parliaments. 
This, however, he has the means of 
compelling by his Lettres de Julſion. 
The Notables, or deputies, ſeleed by 
the King, are ſometimes ſummoned

| taxation. Some provinces, called Pays 
des Etats, preſerve the privilege of be- 
ing governed by their ſtates or depu- 
ties aſſembled.

The 
Council of State, of Diſpatches 
(for internal Government), of 
Finances and Commerce, the 
Privy Council of State, and 
the Grand Council.

9 Chambers of Accounts for 
different diſtricts. 2 Courts of 
Money (Paris and Lyons,) 
under whom are 17 Mints. 
Various inferior Judicatures, 
as Royal and private Baili- 
wicks, with ſome feudal Pow- 
ers, Preſidencies, Seneſchal- 
ſhips, and Municipalties ; be- 
fide 53 Conſular Juriſdicti- 
ons. 

In civil cauſes their pro- 
ceedings are remarkably flow 
and intricate ; but in criminal, 
expeditious and ſevere. The 
Police, both in the capital and 
provinces, is well preſerved. 

The Marechauſſẽ, a kind of 
Provincial Cavalry, continu- 
ally moving in ſmall es, 
keep the high-ways ſafe, and 
Town Guards watch day and 
night in the different cities.

Or, as their writers call it, 
the Gallican church, was the

This kingdom dates it foundation by Pharamond, in the 
year 420, under whoſe deſcendants it continued to the race 
of the Carlovignians, who commenced with Pepin the Short, 
in 752 ; his family governed till 987, when it fell to Hugh 
Capet, whoſe deſcendants called Capetins, reigned till 1328, 
when the Houſe of Valoit aſcended the throne, with which 
family it continued till x 589, when Henry the IVth. juſtly 
(tiled the Great, introduced the branch of Bourbon. 

France has had a ſucceſſion of 68 Sovereigns, among 
whom there have been many illuſtrious characters; but by 
far the moſt diſtinguiſhed have been Charles V. Louis the 
XIlth. the Father of his People, and Henry IV. It has 
been already obſerved, that the will of the king regiſtered in 
the parliaments, forms the ſupreme law in France, ever ſince 
the abolition of the 3 eſtates, after 1614 *. With ſuch 
powers, in a country poſſeſſing ſo many natural advantages, 
one or two long reigns of a beneficent and enlightened mo- 
narch, muſt raiſe France to the greateſt height of happineſs 
and glory ; while reſtleſs efforts for obtaining precarious 
conqueſts, a ſpirit of unprincipled intrigue for the humilia- 
tion of its neighbours; religious oppreſſions, joined to the 
rapacity and extortion 1 by the unfeeling farmers of 
the internal revenues, all have conſpired to impede this coun- 
try from arriving at that degree of elevation to which it 
might with juſtice aſpire.

and elected Conrade, Duke of Franconia, Emperor. he 
right of election continued in the princes — and they 
occaſionally choſe from different families. Through the 
meanneſs of ſome of the emperors receiving the crown at the 
hand of the Pope, the biſhops of Rome inſiſted upon their 
conſent being neceſſary to ratify the clection: Which claim 
gave riſe to many dreadful wars. 

In the reign of Ohe the zd. in 984, the right of election 
became veſted in a ſelect number of princes, who were either 
2 officers of the Emperor's houthuld, or poſſeſſing poſts 

epending upon his will. In 1273, Rodolpbut, Count of 
Hapſburg, head of the Houſe of Auſtria, was elected, and in 
his line the imperial crown has continued with few excep- 
tions ever ſince. 

In 1347, the Golden Bull of Charles IV. of Auſtria, 
limiting the eleftors to 7, was promulgated; ſinee which 
two have been added, one in 1649, (Brandenburg) and one 
in 1692, (Brunſwic-Hinover): And in 1777, they were 


reduced to 8, by two electorates centering in one Prince.

The hereditary ſtates of Auſtria and 
Gallicia have nearly the ſame govern- 
ment; but Hungary, Tranſylvania, 
Sclavonia, &c. Tyrol, and the Nether- 
lands ſtill preſerve much of the ancient 
conſequence of their ſtates, and then 
conſent is neceſſary to any law im- 
poſing new taxes or increaſing the old 
ones. 


The Netherlands are governed by 
a Viceroy who reſides at Bruſſels, 
and the Iban provinces by another 
reſident at Milan; but the military 
frontier and province of Buckowina 
have governments intirely military, 
who are under the direction of the

The two ſupreme Courts of 
judicature for the Empire, after 
the Diet, are the Imperial 
Chamber, ſeated at Wetzler, of 
which the firſt judge and two 
— are named by the 

mpire, and the 27 countellors 
by the States of the Empire. 
The AulicCouncil, paid by and 
intirely depending upon the 
Emperor, conſiſts of a preſident 
and 17 counſellors, 7 whereof 
are Proteſtants. The Privy 
Council of State has a preſident 
and 24 counſellors, either prin- 
ces or counts of the Empire, 


and 10 ſecretaries. The Council 


of Finances has 2 preſidents, a 
director, 14 aſſeſſors, and 6 ſe- 
cretaries. The Imperial Coun- 
cil of War has 2 preſidents, 
who are generals of the army, 
and 7 counlellors, who are mar- 
ſhals of the camp or colonels, 
with an auditor, ſecretar ies, and 
clerks. There are likewiſe in- 
feriour tribunals; beũdes which 
the Emperor is always ready to 
receive petitions of complaint, 
which he examines into and ge- 
nerally grants ſpeedy redreſs.

But every religious ſe& has 
toleration, and Proteſtants are 
adnutted into the government, 
magiſtracy, and army; even 
Jews have in ſeveral parts of 
the Auſtrian dominions a per- 
ma ent eſtabliſhment and ma- 
ny privileges, particularly of 
ſending their children to the 
— * and public ſchools. 
The preſent Emperor is dil- 
tinguiſhed by the molt tolerant 
religious principles. 

There are 5 Archbiſhops 
and 15 Biſhops. At the be- 
ginning of this reign there 
were 2,000 Convents of Monks 
and Nuns, which are now re- 
duced to 1,143. The wealth 
of thoſe ſuppreſſed amounted 
to near 11 million ſterling; the 
intereſt of which has been ap- 
propriated to the increaſing 
parochial revenues, improving 
and endowing ſchools, &c.

LIiTFRATURE is obſerved 
not to be in fo advanced a ſtate 
in the Roman Cathohc as m 
the reformed part of Germany; 
and as the former is the moſt 
prevalent perſuaſion in the 
Auſtrian dominions, they are 
not eſteemed ſo enlightened as 
in the Proteſtant ſtates. 


There are 6 Univerſities, at 
Vienna, Pragve, Peſt, Lem- 
burgh, Louvain, and Frey- 
burgh. They are, however, 
deemed the moſt faulty of all 
the German inititutions for 
education, 


There are beſides 6 Colleges, 
ſeveral Normal Schools, and 
many Academies of Arts and 
Sciences as well as Literary 
Societies. Under the preſent 
Emperor the Arts and Sciences 
bid fair to make conſiderable 
progreſs. 


Theſe dominions, upon the 
whole, are amongit the moſt 
flouriſhing in Europe. Aultria 
is well cultivated, produces 
corn, oil, wine, cotton, fruits, 
abundance of falt and various 
minerals. Bohemia is not ſo 
highly cultivated, but produces 
many minerals, abundance of 
flax and hemp, and various 
mineral waters. Sileſia tur- 
niſhes excellent flax, which is 
manufactured into the beſt 
cloths. Lombardy is highly 
cultivated, the ſoil excellent, 
and the population ſuperiour 
to all the reſt of the dominions ; 
it produces vaſt quantities of 
filk, corn, and linen, Hun- 
gary produces wines, tobacco, 
hemp, barilla, cotton, and has 
rich filver mines. The Ne- 
therlands raiſe abundance of 
corn, madder, and flax ; they 
are alſo famous for their fiſh- 
eries and thread lace.

COMMERCE is at preſent in a very 
flouriſhing ſtate, by the care of the 
preſent Emperor; and from the en-

BOHEMIA and SILESIA furniſh 
excellent linens, thread, paper, drugs, 
&c. The wines and minerals of 
Hungary, their horſes, cattle, cotton, 
&c. the prodigious ſalt works of Gal- 
licia, the woollen manufaftures of 
Lintz, the manufaftures of glaſs, 
hardware, porcelain, and the vaſt 
quantities of tobacco raiſed and ma- 
nufactured, furniſh articles continu- 
ally in demand; and the declaring 
TRIESTE (which is the centre of 
Auitrian commerce) a free port, all 
conſpire to advance the commercial 
conſequence of the Auſtrian domi- 
nions,

poſſeſs any COLONIES, unlets 
we ſhould conſider as ſuch the 

rovinces of Red Ruſſia and 
Fittle Poland, which have been 
ſo unjuſtly wreſted from the 
Poliſh dominions, and which 
the Emperor has exerted him- 
ſelf to make as valuable and 
improved as poſſible. Several 
induſtrious German families 
have been fixed there and now 
form a conſiderable addition 
of ſtrength to the Houſe of 
Auttria,

virtue of this, the dominions of the Houſe of Auitria de- 
ſcended to the preſent Emperor Joſeph, fon of Maria Thereſa, 
daughter of Charles VI. by Francis, Duke of Lorrain and 
Bar, the laſt Emperor.

In 1649, the Margrave was raiſed to the r.nk of an 
EleCtor of the Empire. In 1657, Pruſſia was freed from vaſſalage 
to Poland, and in 1701, Frederic William was, in a ſolemn Aſſem- 
bly of the States, raiſed to the dignity of King, which was ſoon 
after acknowledged by moſt Chriſtian powers, and confirmed by 
the Peace of Utrecht, The King was acknowledged by Poland 
only in 1764.

SAXONY is in general well 
cultivated, which added to the 
ſuperiour goodneſs of its ſoil, 
affords abundance of corn, oil, 
wine, and fruits; alſo hemp 
and flax, tobacco, hops, ſat- 
fron, &c. Its foreſts furniſh 
ſufficient timber and wood, 
and its mines form a great 
ſource of wealth, yielding be- 
ſides large quantities of iron, 
copper, ſilver, lead, &c. the 
celebrated Saxon cobalt, from 
whence the beautiful ſmalt 
blue is formed. 


Beſides the many natural produc- 
tions of Saxony, as it abounds with 
manufactures, its commerce is very 
extenſive. 


The book trade is an eſſential 
branch. Dye, ſtuffs, porcelain, li- 
nen, filk and woollen ſtuffs, hats and 
glaſs are principal articles. 


The commiſſion and carrying trade, 
by the great rivers, is conſiderable, 
and the commercial balance greatly in 
their favour, They import wines, 
Eaſt India goods, and ſome Britiſh 
manufactures.

The Elector of Hanover is Arch- Treaſurer of the Empire, and 
deſcended from the ancient family of the Cuelpbs, Dukes and 
Electors of Bavaria; one of whom, Henry the Lyon, in 1140, 
married Maude, eldeſt daughter of King — than arr II, 
of England. Their fon, Milliam, ſucceeded to Brunſwic-Lunen- 
burg, and his ſon, Ortho, was created Duke thereof, The domi- 
nions deſcended in a direct line to Erneſt, who divided them, 
upon his death in 1546, into two branches, that of Brunſwic-Lu- 
nenburg Wolfenbuttle and Brunſwic-Lunenburg Zell. 
poſſeſſor of the latter, Erneft Auguſtus, was in 1692, raiſed to the 
dignity of an elector, before which, he was head of the College of 
German princes. Erneſt married Sephia, daughter of Frederic 
Elector Palatine and King of Bohemia, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
James I. King of England. Secphia being the next Proteſtant 
heir to the Houſe of Stuart, the Parliament fixed the crown of 
Great Britain upon her on Queen Anne's demiſe; and George-Leuis 
her eldeſt ſon, became King of Great Britain in conſequence there- 
of: ſince which the Electors of Hanover have filled the Britiſh

By the fundamental law of PrTER 
the Great, the rei ning Monarch can 
appoint the ſuccebor, vithout regard 
to proximity or ſex ; but he, or ſhe, 
mult be of the Greek religion, The 
appointment has not been always re- 
garded. 


There are no conſtitutional con- 
trols to the will of the Sovereign, 
who 1s completely deſpotic ; yet ſince 
the abolition of the Secret Chancery, 
there have not been many inſtances of 
arbitrary exertion. The ancient Rul- 
han dignities gave the nobility ab- 
ſolute auth. rity on their eſtates, but 
their power was taken away by PETER 
the Great, the cuſtomary European 


now poſſeſs any privileges to protect 
them againſt the unlimited power of 
the Sovereign. A few conquered 
provinces, as Livonia and Eſtronia, 


PuBLic AFFaiks come 
under the direction of the Se- 
nate, formed into 6 Chambers, 


4 for Peterſburgh, and 2 for 


Moſcow. The members are 
non. inated by the Sovereign, 
and at their head have a 
Chancellor, and Vice-Chan- 
cellor. To them lie appeals 
from inferior courts. Under 
the Senate are various de- 
partments, as thoſe of War, 
Admiralty, the Treaſury, the 
boards of Commerce, Mines, 
and Manufactures; the courts 
of Exchequer or Finances, of 
Appeals at Moſcow, and of Ju- 
dicature at Peterſburgh; alſo a 
Court of Relict for thole unable 
to ſue in the other courts; be- 
hides ſome interior offices and 
departments. Governors are 
appointed to the provinces, in 
each of which are two courts 
of juttice, for civil and crimi- 
nal matters. — According to 
the new code of the Empreſs 
Catharine, in 1776, Juſtice is 
better adminiſtered ; is more 
ſimple, exp-ditivus, and leis 
expenuve than tormerly. 


The GREEK CHURCH, 


All other Chriſtian ſects are 
not only tolcrated, but have 
public places of worſhip allow- 
ed them. The Sovereign, ever 
lance Peter the Great, is lupreme 
in the church, having united 
the Patnarchate in the Crown, 
and it 1s governed under him 
by a Holy Synod. There are 
3 metropolitans, and 28 bi- 
ſhops; to theſe marriage is for- 
hidden, but a. lowed to the in- 
fer ĩor clergy. There are 474 
monaſtries, and for women 79 
convents, the whole containing 
70,000 perlons ; alſo 18,319 
pariſhes and cathedrals, 

The clergy have above 
900,000 pealants belonging to 
their eſtates. 

The Catholics have a biſhop 
of their own at Mohilow ; as 
have alſo the Amenians at 
Aſtracan.

Before the time of PETER 
the Great, Literature ſeems to 
have been almoſt utterly ne- 
glected; it has ſince, how- 
ever, been much encouraged. 
PETER founded ſeveral uteful 
ſeminaries, particularly for a- 
ſtronomy, navigation, and mi- 
litary ſciences. 

here are two univerſit ies, 
thoſe of Moſcow and Peterſ- 
burgh, which, like the pub- 
lic ſchools, are chiefly atter 
the German plan.

their hiſtory is obſcured with fiction till Tone the ninth cen- 
tury, whence they recount a feries of martial exploits and 
expeditions, till under the celebrated Margaret Walodimir, 
called the Northern Semiramis, Sweden, Denmark, and Nor- 
way were united in one ſovereignty. For want of ability in 
her ſucceſſors, they again became ſeparate; and in 1488, 
the crown of Denmark tell (in the perſon of Chriſtian I.) 
into the Houſe of Oldenburgh, with which family it has 
ſince continued. The power of the crown was formerly 
very limited, but from the oppreſſions and inſolence of 
the Nobles, the clergy and commons united with the crown, 
and Frederic III: in 1661, had the addreſs to procure 
a voluntary ſurrender of the power of the three eſtates 
into his hands. To the honour of him and his deſcendants, 
their government, though abſolute, has been ſo extremely 
mild, as to l-ave tew occaſions of complaint. But the peo- 
ple, who were ſo inſtrumental to the King's acceſlion of 
power, received no alteration in their favour,

Here, it poſlible, more bi- 
gotted than in Spain. Its in- 
tollerance under the Inquiſi- 
tion nearly the ſame, Jews 
turmerly abounded in this 
kingdom, but the very little 
toleration which they were al- 
loved, and the contempt in 
wlüch they were held, aided 
by inquitiſtorial perſecution, 
drove numbers of the mot 
wealthy into a ſeeming confor- 
mity to the eſtabliſhed religion, 
and many ot them are amongit 
the nobility, and even a great 
number ſuppoled to be in {he 
church. 

In the late reign the Inqui- 
fition was much dilcounte- 
nanced, but ſince the acceſſion 
of the preſent queen it has been 
powertully ſupported.

LITERATURE is here at 
the very lowelt ebb, and the 
ſciences which, under the ccle- 
brated Don Henry III. ſon of 
John I. flourithed here, ſupe- 
rior to the reſt of Europe, and 
gave riſe to the diſcoveries of 
the new werld, are now ſcarcely 
known. They have twonni- 
veriiti-s, at Coimbra and Evo- 
ra; a College of Nobles at 
Liſbon, who poſſeſs the library 
of the Jeſuits, and 1s their belt 
ſeminary ;z a Royal Academy, 
and one of Commerce and 
Arts. 


The church is governed by 


a patriarch, 5 archbiſhops, and 
19 biſhops. There are goo 
convents, and it is computed 
that there are above $300,000 
eccleſiaſtical perſons in all the 
dominions, being near th of 
the whole population, 


The Soi in general is rather 
inferior to that of Spain. The 
Province Entre Minho and 
Duero is extremely tertile, and 
its population proportionable, 
being jour times greater than 
any other. There are ſtill vait 
tracts uncultivated. Agricul- 
ture ſeems at preſent in a very 
low ſtate, and large quantities 
of corn are obliged to be im- 
eres There are many mines, 

ut none now worked. Their 
excellent wines are well known, 
which, with their truits, ſalt, 
oil, ſilk, and wool, form their 
principal products.

PORTUGAL, 


The Portugueſe hiſtory is interwoven with that of Spain, 
till about 1089, when thoſe provinces which form Portugal 
were conterred upon a bench of the royal family of France, 
by the King of Caſtile and Leon; and upon conquelts from 
the Mourith kings erected into a kingdom in 1139. Under 
the auſpices ot the enlightened Infant Don HExnKRY, were 
planned the enterpriſes which led to the diſcovery of the 
weltern continent. King Sebaſtian having raſhly lott his life 
in a battle againſt the African Moors, the crown devolved 
upon his uncle Henry the cardinal, and upon failure of im- 
mediate iſlue, Philip II. of Spain feizcd the kingdom, Under 
the Spaniſh vice-roys it was moſt tyrannically governed till 
a revolution, in favour of the Duke of Braganza, ditpoſſeſſed 
the Spaniards, and placed him upon the throne, m 1640, 
with whole deſcendants the crown has ſinct continued. | 
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TWO SICILIES, 


Naples was an independent ſtate as early as 1086, and Sicily 
in 1530. In no government has there been ſo great a variety 
of revolutions, or its ſovereigns ſo frequently changed as in 
Sicily. It came to the Houſe of Savey by the treaty of 
Utrecht, in 1713, who changed it with the Emperor 
Charles VI. for Sardinia, in 1718; and in 1734; the fove- 
reignty of the Sicilies was conferred upon Charles, 2d ſon 
of the King of Spain, who ſucceeding to his father's crown, 
in 1759, reſigned that of the Sicilies, and conferred it upon 
Ferdinand his third ſon. By the ceſſion in 1789, the __ 
of inheritance was eſtabliſhed in Don Ferdinand and his 
male heirs ; and in default of ſuch, to thoſt of his brothers, 


— 
SARDINIA 


Savoy and Piedmont were formed into an independent 
government as early as 1223, under the Earls of Maurienne. 
Their dominions becoming extenſive, the Emperor Sigiſ- 
mund erected Savoy into a Duchy in 1416. The Houſe of 
Savoy has produced ſeveral able princes, who have been allied 
to the firſt royal families in Europe. The Iſland of Sicily 
was ceded to the Duke in 1713, by the peace of Utrecht, and 
he was thereby acknowledged king of that iſland ; but in 
1718, Sicily was returned to the Emperor and the Iſland of 
Sardinia given in lieu of it: whereupon the unlimited ſove- 
rei *aty of Sardinia was granted to the Houſe of Sawyy and 
its male deſcendants, in conſequence of the quadruple alli- 
ance. In caſe of failure of iſſue the dominions go to the 
King of Spain; and on the other hand, ſhould the royal line 
of Spain become extinct, the Houſe of Sawyy is to ſucceed, 


rFOFEs STATE 
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After the removal of the ſeat of empire from Rome to 
Conftantinopte, the biſhops of the former acquired a kind of 
ſovereign ſway, which they gradually extended. By their 
aſſumed ſpiritual authority they encroached upon, and at 
length acquired an exorbitant temporal power, The title of 
Pepe was common to all biſhops, and not ſpecially appro- 
priated to that of Rome, till Gregory VII. in 1172. He 
perſuaded Matilla, Ducheſs of Tuſcany, to bequeath the 
greateſt part of her territory to the Holy See, and thus gained 
the additional conſequence reſulting trom dominion. This 
Gregory (alſo called Hildebrand) fixed the right of election to 
the Papacy in the body of the cardinals, which was originally 
veſted in the citizens. The examples of tyranny, inſolence, 
and rapacity exerciſed by Hildebrand, and ſucceſſive Popes, 
over various ſovereigns are ſcarcely credib'*, However, the 
light of reaſon, which the Reformation cauſed to ſhine forth 
in the 14th and x 5th centuries, diſpelled that miſt of error 
which overwhelmed Chriſtendom; the Papal power gra- 
dually mouldering away, bids fair ſoon to fink upon a level

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REPUBLIC or VENICE. 


They date this Republic from the beginning of the 5th 
century. It long continued democratic, the people occa- 
ſionally electing a ſuperiour magiſtrate under different titles: 
but about the middle of the 7t century Doges, or Dukes, 
were appointed, and an hereditary nobility gradually aroſe, 
who, encroaching upon the rights of the people, at length 
formed a complete ariſtocracy, eleQing the Doge out of their 
own body, which conſiſts of about 2,000. The ſpirited re- 
ſiſtance of the Venetians againſt the League of Cambray, 
formed tor their deſtruction, in 1 509, by the leading powers 
of Europe, makes the moſt important epocha in their hiſtory. 
They have declined much in their political conſequence ſince 
, of the paſſage by the Cape of Good Hope, 
whereby the products of Aa (of which Venice was the great 
wart) are more cheaply and expeditiouſly obtained, and 
the trade of the Venetians transferred to other ſtates, 
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POLAND Ax D LITHUANIA. 


Pot xp, originally poſſeſſed by the Vandalls who were 
forced to give way to the Ruſſians and Tartars, became di- 
vided into a number of principalities, having generally a 

rince paramount by the title of Duke. The line of their 
Duke Cracus failing, they elected, in $30, a peaſant, Piaſtusꝰ 
to that dignity. At the end of the 10th century the title 
was changed for that of King. In 1380, the Duke of 
Lithuania, Jagello, was elected, and the crown continued in 
his family till it became extin& in 1572, ſince which the 
kings have been elected from different families and nations. 
The moſt deſerving of them have been of the Ca/imir and 
Sobieſti lines. ; 
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
